Reaction to 
Stassen's Bid 
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Washington, Oct. 5 — (/P) — Re- 


publican Harold E. Stassen's bid 
for a sort of citizens' peace con- 
. ference with Communist 
Russia's 


Premier Josef Stalin today was 
greeted with mixed reaction at 
home and silence from Moscow. 


Stassen, an unsuccessful seeker 
a$er the 1948 GOP presidential 
nomination, disclosed the move 
yesterday. He made public a letter 
suggesting further correspondence 
or a; face-to-face meeting — pub- 
licly, reported — with Stalin in an 
effort "to stop the 
drift toward 
war." 


The state department promptly 


announced that Stassen's proposal 
had ,"no official inspiration." 
But 


H said if Stalin agrees to meet with 
the University 
of Pennsylvania 


president, Stassen undoubtedly will 
get a passport to Moscow. 


Stassen, questioned closely by 


newsmen about the political impli 
cations of his action, said it was 
"non-political," but was "definitely 
a "move from a individual in the 
Republican party. 


^Diplomatic experts saw 
little 


chance that Stalin would accept. 
But the state department reported- 
ly welcomed the letter for its prop- 
aganda effect. The "Voice of Amer- 
ica" featured it on foreign Ian- 
eight language broadcasts. 


Stassen's letter did not explicitly 


ask for a meeting with Stalin. But 
the former Minnesota governor told 
a pews conference that was its 
"primary objective." 


There were signs that Stalin 


might be less cordial toward the 
idea of talking with Stassen than 
when the two first met in Moscow 
in 1947. 


For one thing, Stassen's 
letter 


strongly denounced Russian aggres 
sion and her "refusal to cooperate, 


stopping" the Korean war.

national production a u t h o r i ty 
looked today for a way to pre- 
vent military orders from disrupt 
ing the flow of steel to auto and 
other civilian goods producers. 


It hoped that a steel 
industry 


"task force" might come up with 
the formula. 


Both NPA and the industry fear 


that a flood of defense 
orders 


bearing the compulsory "do pri- 
ority rating may be dumped on a 
few key steel companies which 
might thus be washed out of the 
civilian market. 


The "task force" of steel execu- 


tives has undertaken to draft 
a 


proposal under which no indivi- 
dual company would be required 
to accept priority orders beyond 
a certain percentage of its total 
production. The group is expected 
to recommend shortly a figure in 
the neighborhood of 20 per cent. 


Any priority orders 
b e y o n d 


that point would be 
steered 
to 


other companies found to be able 
to handle them without crippling 
output for civilian goods. 


Along this same line. Secretary 


of Labor Maurice J. Tobin rec 
ommended yesterday immediate 
plant expansion for defense pro- 
duction instead of general shift- 
ing from civilian to military out- 
put. 


Tobin said in a speech at Col- 


umbus, Ohio, that plant expansion 
and increase of manpower to han- 
dle the expanded p r o d u c t i o n 
would allow for more rapid con- 
version "to total mobilization than 
if we had to expand plant and ca- 
pacity after the crisis was upon 
us." 


But even such a system, Tobin 


added, will not prevent some cur- 
tailment of civilian production.
